OKLAHOMA CITY, June 6.—UP 

—BStorm-ridden Oklahoma, lashed 
by widely’ scattered tornadoes, 
heavy rains and battering hail 
storms, tonight counted six dead, 
nearly a dozen injured, and an- 
other person was believed dying. 
. Tornadoes struck last night in 
Key, Osage, Comanche, Compton 
and Kiowa counties, forming a 
“crazy quilt” over the State. 

Governor E. W. Marland wired 
the commandant at Fort Sill, Law- 
ton, asking that tents and bedding 
be distributed among families of 
Kiowa and Comanche counties 
whose homes were destroyed. 

Governor Marland directeq that 
$500 each in State relief funds be 
sent Comanche and Kiowa count- 
jes to alleviate suffering.
